The Res^rch 

Among college students,* authoritarianism )^as found to be 
asaoclated with antl-blaek attitudes by Kelly /and his colleagues 
(1958), by Slegman Cl958). ^by Hltes ^d Kelloi (1964) , iind by. 
S^dlaicek and Brook^ (1972)* It was al ap found to be asfeoclkted 
with rendency^to-Diaorlnilnate acores ajnoog southern university 
atudants (Knapp, I97l5 and with social distance scdres in 
Sfermany^ the United States; and Japan (TrlarLdis at fll., 1965). 
Parental- authoritarianism was aigriif Iqarttly /assoctated with 
^tl*black prejudice In one school # ^whlle a/non'-slgnif leant 
positive assoeiation was fourtd^ln a second LHarrla gt al., 1950) , 
Stroup and Landls (1965) found significant correlations 
betweeii authdrltariatilam and ptejudlce Miong freshmen and 
sqphomores but Insignificant (although poaatlve) correlations 
among Juniors and aentors. In studies amoi^ South African 
university studenta, authorltariimlsm was found to be correlated

Amqng> Chinese students In th^ United States J a^hdrltarlanisih 
was assdolated with negatlva attitudes toward the U»Si (Changi 
1973) and among urban black male&ti it was negatively afsoclated 
- with both antl'Whlt#9 f^^llng and racial prldi (Paige, i970). 
Among Jewish adults » iLUthorltirlanlsm was. associated with both 
social distance and anpl^se|altlsm CRadke-yarrow & Lande, 1953)* 

\Mlddleton (1959) fourid hi^ly authoritarian white college 
. students to demonstrate a ^slight 1^ greater tendency to view 
antl^blaQK Jokes as humeJdus thwi dld low authoritarians, while 
Slpgel^ (1954) found authorttiLrianls^ to be slgnifloantly related 
t'o stereotyping, among freshen komen at StaivFord University. 
Adults attending an intergroup relations workshop were found 
to be •^slightly anti-authoritarian" (Levinson & Sohermerhorn, 
I95l) and Miong those attending a desegregation institute at a 
^ southern imlverslty^ authoritarl^ism was associated .with 
X negative attitudes toward desegregation (Klffiilck & Plattor^ 1967,

Autrhorltarlanism has also been examined In relation to 
various other outgroups. In a sample of over 1,500 Junior and 
senior higH) school students, Bordua (l96l) found F Scale scores 
to be' eorrelated with Intolerance of non-confoTOitsts .

tarianism was slinllarly cojre^latad with negatlva attitudes 
toward bllndneaa among collefiiani (Ctowen 1958) • How- 

avaaf^ profeaalonala ara not exempt frpm such bias. For 
^KmplBn ease hlstorteg of lower class individuals wera 
Judged aora negatively by authorltartam psychiatric residents 
and social worfc studants (Kurta & Hoffnung, 1970). Similarly , 
higft authoritarian medical students were less likely to 
deofaase in negat l^^ attitudes toward mental Illness (Crow/ 
1970). » . / 

However i not all atudles have yielded supportive flndliiga. 
In only one, of fotir Texas high school groups (114 white seniors) 
was a significant aprrelatlon found bet\|een authorltarl^lsrt 
fflid imfavorable attitudes toward Integra ion (Oreenberg/££ t 
1957) • Of five t^Kaa college groups atddledf only mioi^ 
graduate students was a slgnlflcaiit correratlon found between 

^authDrltarianlsm and unfavorable attitudes toward Integration ; 
(Gr#enberg^ & HuttOt 1958). In a study of northern college 

^atudenta, authoritarianism was similarly not related to 
acceptance of Segregation (Shafferi 1964) and In m experimental 
atudyi it was not aasoclatad with hostility toward blacks 

.(RenJ^in, 1964), Bohlke*s (i960) hyjotheaip that In a eollfege 
course on Indlat the less author It ari^m students would show a 
greater decline in social distance scores toward Indians warn 
not supported. Flahnian (1§61) reported that in an yrban area 
becoming Integrated, the highest F Scale scorea of fila entire 
white sample were dbtalned among those still residing in blocks 
that had become predominately black. Of courg^e It li' 
Impossible to deteinnine the correct causal sequence andi 
because of methodological difficulties, one cannot coijclude 
that high authorltaf ians were less prejudiced. 

Kaufman (1957) argues that It Is not authoritarianism but 
rather status concem that offers rhe most satisfactory 
explanation of anti-semltism. Others (Srole, 1951 i Roberts 
0^ al*f 1952j Roberts RoKeach, 1956i McDlllp 1961| Rose, 
196^ contend that: anomle is a^ goodi If not better , predtctor 
of prejudice than is authoritarianism. However p baS^d upon 
his fitfialyses of responsa patterns, Peabody (1961) argues that 
the positive relation usually found between F and prejudice 
scale scores Is entirely the result of covariation of the 
same factors Important within the separate scales • Most 
Important In this regard Is agreemOTt set. ^yne (I962i46) 
also contends thaCs the correlation is spurious i resulting 
from •^variations in e^cposure to the ideas contained In the 
soales." , ' 

It has Been suggested (Orpen, 1971) that the relationship 
between authoritarianism and prejudice may be culture -bound 
In th© sense that It exl^sts only linder certain cultural 
condicions. More specif Icallyi the relationship between 
prejudice and personality reflects whether or not the pre- 
vailing cultural nonn^ sanction prejudiced beliefs. In the 
case of cultural settings where prejudiced norms are dominant , 
Individuals will .be encouraged to hold\ intolerant attitudes 
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IniWsp^tlve of their personal tty chM^pt eristics. However i 
In settinge ^eri^ auch rjoms, do not prevail, the individual's 
perfeo^^iity dyrranics will be a mora 4mportant detennliiiuit of 
IntolierOTea* * ^ -

1959) • That writer found that irtille South Afrikaaier students 
were veiy hl^ly pireju^ fcoi^armbl^ In 

authoritarianism to less highly prejudiced residents In the 
aoutherii. United States. He e^lalned that "WhUe externalising 
personality faotbrs do not aacount for the atudents' ]Lmusually 
prejudice^ kttitiides conc^mli^ tblack^ Africans » variables 
which refleot the domlhant norins of the white society prove 
, ro be Iffipdrtant.** More speoif ioally^ "Studaits are 
eapeolally responsive to these norrts - those who were bom 
in Africa 1 those who identify with the Natidnallit party, 
rhos^ who are upwardly mobile, and those who have, ^een molded 
by the conservative traditions of the Afrlkaims- spewing people 
tend .to be Intolerant bf Africans to some degrse^, regardless of 
their basic personality structure" (Pettigrewi 1959i35). This 
general conclusion was also supported by hip data from four 
small toWns In Georgia and North Carolina. 

^re recently, several writers (Orpen, 1971, l971a, 1973| 
Orpen & tsapogas,' 1972i Orpen & Van der Sehyff , I972r Lambley, 
1973i Colman & Lambleyi 1970) have also found support for the 
culture-bound thesis in South Africa smd Willieuns (1966) found 
partial support for it In the United States • However, non- 
^ppDrtive data have also been obtained in both South Africa 
/(Orpen, 1970) and In the United States (Christie & Garcia, 
1971). ^ 

Conclusion 

In the nearly thirty years since Its publleation. The 
Authoritarian Personality has generated an enorroous volume 
of reaearchs While some writers have stressed the need to 
emphasize social and cultural variation and others have 
suggested other varlablres as alteratives to authoritarianism, 
the value of that concept as a partial explanation of prejudice 
appears to have won wide acceptances . 
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
